Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record fairly suggests, teaches or discloses the glass compositions 

of the claims as currently amended. 

As previously discussed, the art initially given an "X" designation by the ISA (but 

subsequently withdrawn) relates to optical glasses which would be chemically inert, and thus 
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could not possibly release water soluble fluoride over time in amounts effective to treat dental 
caries as instantly claimed. 

As currently amended, the claims are drawn to phosphate glasses. Various prior art 
documents of record disclose fluoride releasing glasses based on other types of glass, e.g. 
bioactive silicate glasses containing a minor amount of phosphorus (e.g., the various Litowski 
patents), or carbonate glasses (the Toumba thesis). As explained throughout the instant 
disclosure and factually verified by the experimental data presented in the working examples, the 
instant phosphate glasses are unexpectedly superior in treating caries to such prior art glasses. 
See specifically the instant specification at paragraphs [07], [08], [059] and [069].
